DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's preliminary amendment filed on November 12, 2001 has been entered. Since 
original filed claims 1-13 have been canceled and new claims 14-26 have added, the claims 
pending in this application are claims 14-26 and this instant application is not considered as a 
371 case. 



Election of Species 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:
